Soviet police told Father Bis- 
sonnette yesterday that he must 
get out of the country by Satur- 
day. No reason ‘was given. 

The United States Govern- 
ment protested ‘that the ouster 
violates an agreement in the 
1933 Roosevelt-Litvinoff pact 
granting American recognition 
to the Soviet Union: United 
States authorities contend the 
pact gave Americans the right to 
have a clergyman, priest or rabbi 
in Moscow to serve American 
citizens.

WASHINGTON, March 3 (AP)

vised Switzerland and Sweden 
that the Neutral Nations Super- 
visory Commission in Korea 
should be abolished because

rean truce. 

The State Department an-

The communications said this 
Government has decided that 
“primarily because of the con- 
sistent history of Communist 
obstruction that it is doubtful 
that any useful purpose would 
be served by continuation of 
the N.N.S.C.” 

Created by Truce Pact. 

The commission is made up 
of Sweden, Switzerland, Poland 
and Czechoslovakia, the latter 
two being Communist countries. 
It was created by the armistice 
agreement which ended the Ko- 
rean war in mid-1953. 

The Communists have been 
importing jet aircraft and other 
modern weapons into North Ko- 
rea and the commission, the 
United States has charged re- 
peatedly, has been unable to do 
anything about it. 

Sweden and Switzerland have 
also felt their’ work frustrated 
and on Jan. 27 proposed to the 
United States and Red China 
that the commission be abolished 
or its duties and staff sharply 
reduced. 

The United States asked 
Sweden and Switzerland to con- 
duct further consultations on the 
problem “on an urgent basis.” 

The United States note agreed 
with the proposal for abolition 
but left the way open for cur- 
tailment if the N.N.S.C. could 
not in fact be abolished. That 
it cannot be abolished is con- 
sidered likely by authorities here 
because Communist China op- 
poses such a move.

PILOT DAHL WINS NEW TRIAL 
OF GOLD STEALING CHARGE 


GENEVA, March 3 (AP) — 
Harold (Whitey) Dahl, adven- 
ture-loving American pilot, won 
a new trial today on appeal 
from a conviction last Novem- 
ber on charges of stealing $33,- 
000 worth of gold from a Swiss 
passenger plane which he 
piloted.

The proposal would leave to 
the determination of the voters 
in the City of St. Louis and 


Jackson county the question of | 


whether they should retain the 
non-partisan plan for the s-lec- 
tion of circuit judges. 


In presenting the proposal, | 


Norton said many people “do 
not feel the non-partisan court 
plan has been successful. 

“I sincerely believe the pres- 
em method of selecting judges 
in the state is undemocratic,’ 
Norton said. “The selection 
should be up to the people. 

“Politics is just as prevalent 
in the judicial system as it al- 
Ways was, except it may b2 more 
subtle in its application.” 

Norton’s proposed amendment 


would provide for the creation | 


of seven Supreme Court districts 
in the state and one judge would 
be elected from each district. 
The names of candidates would 
be on a separate judicial ballot 
without party designations. 
Judges of the appellate courts 
in St. Louis,: Springfield and 
Kansas City would be similarly 
elected in their districts. Judges 
of both courts would serve six- 
year terms.

INDUSTRY URGED 
TO HELP DESIGN

WASHINGTON, March 3 (UP) 
—The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion called on United States in- 
dustry today to prepare itself 
to help other nations design and 
build research reactors under 
President Eisenhower’s atoms- 
for-peace plan. 

The AEC has earmarked 220 
pounds of uranium-235 to fuel 
these reactors when the neces- 
sary ‘‘agreements for co-opera- 
tion” have been negotiated with 
other nations. 

In addition to urging Ameri- 
‘can industry to be ready to help 
‘recipient nations, the AEC gave 
additional details about its fuel 
offer. The reactor “charges” 
will be in the form of natural 
uranium enriched in varying 
percentages of fissionable U-235. 
The maximum enrichment will 
ibe 20 per. cent of U-235 by 
weight.

‘said, the greater the enrichment 
the smaller the amount of U-235

With Children and 
Get Homework: Vote 
to Keep $1.15 Levy. 


Thousands of St. Louis par- 
ents went back to school today. 

They sat through classes with 
their children in the city’s 132 
public elementary schools from 

to 11 a.m, Then, in a 45- 
minute meeting the parents got 
their home work assignment: 
Vote to retain the present school 
tax levy of $1.15 for each $100 of 
assessed valuation. 

The need to keep the rate, 
to be voted on March 11, was 
explained to the parents. If the 
levy is rejected, they were told, 
the rate would revert to 89 cents 
and school operations would be 
affected seriously. 

Kindergartens, health care, 
the audio-visual department and 
summer playgrounds are among 
the services that would have to 
be eliminated under an 89-cent 
levy, it was explained. 


Visiting parents saw crowded 
classes in many schools and 
were told that failure to keep 
the $1.15 rate would rule out 
a planned reduction of the -av- 
erage elementary class size by 
one pupil next fall.

PARKING BILL 
S DENOUNCED 


Garage, Lot Operators) 
Tell Senate Group} 
Proposal Would Force! 
Them Out of Business. |

JEFFERSON CITY, March 3 
—Garage and parking lot opera- | 
tors assailed a St. Louis off- 
street parking bill before a Sen- 


ate committee yesterday, con- | 
tending that unfair municipal } 
fompetition would force them } 
out of business. 


The bill would give the city | 
authority to condemn private | 
property for off-street parking 
use, and to spend parking meter 
receipts to retire revenue bonds 
sold to finance construction of 
parking facilities. 


Elmer A. Cohen, president of 
the St. Louis Parking Lot and 
Garage Owners Association, sub- 
mitted a survey report and | 
statement reporting that private | 
enterprise had created 4964 new 
parking spaces in the downtown 
area since the fall of 1950. 


Gain in Parking Spaces. 


The association said the gain 
since 1950 had brought to 18,999 
the total of public parking spaces 
available in the area bounded 
by Eighteenth, Cole and Spruce 
streets and the Mississippi riv- 
erfront. That figure did not 
include the _ city-maintained 
river-front parking area. 


Declaring the results show 
that private business men have 
expanded parking space here at 
a rate of about 4% per cent an- 
nually, the association said the 
parking problem can be solved 
by private enterprise if the 
threat of municipal competition 
is removed. 


“The investment of downtown 
private operators represents an 
assessed valuation total of $10,- 
269,012 and current real estate 
taxes on these properties are 
$325,147,” the statement said. 

“This is a sizable figure, par- 
ticularly when compared with 
the total loss of tax revenue re- 


sulting when a tax-paying prop- | 


erty is converted to municipal 
use. We believe the city of St. 
Louis might better devote its 
tax and bond funds to the many 
worthwhile and important proj- 
ects more commonly accepted as 
lying within the public domain.” 


Principal Witness. 


A principal witness in opposi- 
tion to the measure was C. T. 
McGavin of Washington, D.C., 
executive director of the Na- 
tional Parking Association. He 
said enactment of the bill would 
deal a crushing blow to the 
parking lot and garage industry. 
Private industry, he said, could 
do the job. 


One of the garagemen’s attor- | 
neys, former state Attorney Gen- ; 


eral J. E. Taylor, charged that 
the bill was illegal and uncon- 
stitutional. 


Peter Cosmas, who ‘said he 
represented 5000 residents of 
the Wellston district in north- 
west St. Louis, made an impas- 
sioned plea for killing of the 
bill. He shouted: “‘They are try- 
ing to take away our homes!” 

At this, Senator Michael Kin- 
ney (Dem.) of St. Louis, who 
sponsored the off-street parking 
bill, observed that no property 
would be condemned without 
proper compensation of owners. 

Rebuttal Witness. 

Proponents of the bill, who 
appeared before the committee 
two weeks ago, offered one re- 
buttal witness yesterday. He was

Charles S. LeCraw Jr., vice pres- | 


ident of the Ramp Buildings 
Corp., New York, who had sur- 
veyed St. Louis to determine 
need for parking facilities. 

LeCraw testified that automo- 
bile registrations in St. Louis 
and St. Louis county had in- 
creased three times faster in 
recent years than had parking 
spaces made available in the 
downtown area. Citing experi- 
ence in a number of cities, he 
said he knew of no instance in 
which a private garage had gone 
out of business because of mu- 
nicipal operation of parking 
areas. 

The Senate Municipal Corpo- 
rations Committee concluded the 
hearing yesterday but took no 
action on the bill. The measure, 
it was pointed out, would not 
permit municipal operation of 
facilities that would be set up. 

Meanwhile, the House Com- 
mittee on Municipal Corpora- 
tions recommended passage of 
another bill that would authorize 
St. Louis to license parking lots 
and garages. 


Airport Policing Bills. 


The House committee, in an 
action yesterday, killed two bills 
that would have given St. Louis 
policing authority at Lambert- 
St. Louis field. The city now 
pays salaries of several St. Louis 
county deputy sheriffs who po- 
lice the airport. 

Both bills were killed by a 
vote of 12 to 6 despite the fact 
no witnesses had appeared in 
opposition to them. Representa- 
tive Jennie Walsh (Dem.) of St. 
Louis, committee chairman, said 
she did not know why the city- 
sponsored bills had failed. 

The House committee also 
killed a bill that would have au- 
thorized St. Louis to consolidate 
state offices there with munici- 
pal offices, through revision of | 
the city charter. The measure, | 
which did not have the city’s 
support, was sponsored by Rep- 
resentative A. Clifford Jones 
(Rep.) of Clayton, 


Louis Sowenko, operator of a 
window cleaning business, 9217 
Niles drive, Affton; died last 
night at St. Louis County Hos- 
pital of a gunshot wound of the 
head, suffered Jan. 28 in his 
home.

prehensive bond issue program 
for submission to the voters. 
By unanimous vote, the coun- 
ity council yesterday directed 
| Supervisor Luman F. Matthews 
to appoint the committee. But | 
there was still a sharp division | 
of opinion as to whether the | 
projected bond issue should be | 
confined to expressways or | 
should include other improve- | 
ments. 
Matthews asked council mem- 
bers to supply names of three 
suggested committee members 
from each of the seven council 
districts. A committee of 21 is 
to be appointed at once, and 
members will be asked to hold 
their first meeting next Tues- 


| day. 
Wide Scope Proposed. 

Councilman Maurice Abram- 
son of the Third District, who 
made the motion to create a 
screening committee, said: “The 
committee should screen all pro- 
posals and draft a comprehen- 
| sive bond isspe program to save 
time and mofiey and see that all 
our needs are met.” 
| It. has been suggested that the 
county hold its bond issue elec- 
tion at the same time that the | 
City of St. Louis presents its 
bond issue program to the 
voters. Civic leaders hope to} 
draft a city program of approxi- |} 
mately $100,000,000 in time for | 
an election late in May, but | 
some county council members | 
question whether it would be /| 
advisable to act so speedily in| 
the county, 

Arguing for more time to 
study projects and draft a pro- 
gram for the county, Councilman 
L. Gordon Davis of the Seventh 
District said: “Don’t rush igto 
presenting other projects (than 
expressways) to the public with- 
out adequate information. Other- 
wise we'll nominate these proj- 
ects for defeat.” 

Matthews’s Views. 

Supervisor Matthews told the 
Post-Dispatch he favored a coun- 
ty bond issue to meet three 
needs—expressways, voting ma- 
chines and welfare facilities. 

It has been proposed that the 
county vote $8,500,000 in bonds 
to finance its share of acquiring 
rights-of-way for the. Daniel 
Boone, Mark Twain and Ozark 
Expressways and an outer belt 
expressway. 

Charles W. DeWitt, chairman 
of a citizens’ committee for ex- 
pressways in St. Louis county, 
yesterday presented petitions 
| bearing 4496 signatures and re- 
| questing an election on a bond 
lissue dealing solely with ex- 
|pressways. To initiate such an 
election, signatures of 2111 
qualified voters are required. 

Offering the services of his 
committee to finance and con- 
duct a campaign for passage of 
a bond issue for expressways, 
DeWitt said: “I’d like to drive 
on these expressways before 
I’m dead. The county is 15 years 
behind on its expressway pro- 
gram. Let’s hold our election 
at the same time St. Louis does, 
and not tag any other projects 
onto the county ballot.” 

The county has contracted 
with Shoup Voting Machine 
Corp. to purchase 400 voting 
machines for $645,000. An addi- 
tional 200 machines are needed 
to serve all county voting dis- 
tricts. 

Home for Delinquents. 

Mrs. Arthur Stockstrom, chair- 
man of the county welfare ad- 
visory board, yesterday urged 
that the projected bond issue 
program include $800,000 for 
construction of buildings to 
serve as an intermediate deten- 
tion home for juvenile delin- 
quents and a receiving home 
for neglected children. 

The county council passed a 
bill giving the prosecuting at- 
torney an additional $29,972 to 
run his office, making his appro- 
priation for the year $97,000. 
This will cover salary increases 
and enlargement of the staff. 

W. Victor Weir, president of 
St. Louis County Water Co., told 
the council the county’s water 
supply should bé adequate this 
| summer even if there is another 
.drouth. His company’s pumping 

capacity of 85,000,000 gallons per 

day will be increased to 103,000,- 

000 by June 1 and to 121,000,000 

by Aug. 1, he reported.

LAVA NEAR HAVA 
VILLAGE OF KAPOHO 


New Fountains of Molten 
Rock Feed Stream Creeping 
Toward Deserted Town, 


HILO, Hawaii, March 3 (UP) 
—A angry red river of lava, fed 
by two new exploding lava foun- 
tains, surge dtoday to within 
2400 feet of the all-but-deserted 
village of Kapoho. | 

At 8:45 a.m. (12:45 p.m. St. 
Louis time) police at the Olaa 
tow station, who are co-ordinat- 
ing evacuation operations in the 
area, said the last word they had 
from the village—15 miles dis- 
tant—-was that the flow had not 
entered the village. 

But they said they had lost 
radio contact a few hours earli- 
er with four policemen stationed 
inside the vilagle. 

Policeman Arthur Lyman re- 
ported from the Volcano area 
that three homes within three 
miles radius of Kapoho had been 
overrun by the flow after two 
new fountains of lava exploded 
about 200 feet behind the main 
flow 30 minutes earlier. 

+ Planes flying low over Ka- 
poho at mid-morning confirmed 
that the flow still had not poured 


iconcerned, but Gov. Samuel 
Wilder King in Honolulu re- 
fused to declare a_ state of 
emergency. | 

Tourists were flocking into the 
Stricken area despite a scien- 
tist’s warning: 

“It can be dangerous. Those 
who can should leave until we 
know what is happening.” 

Less than two hours after Dr. 
Gordon MacDonald, Hawaii vol- 
canologist, issued this warning, 
the half mile fissure exploded. 

Into the night, laval fountains 
‘Spouted up to 200 feet, spilled 
over, spread out on both sides of 
the fissure, and pushed toward 
Kapoho and the ocean at about 
350 feet an hour. 

The main lava flow spread 400 
yards across. 

Richard Lyman, Hawaii coun- 
ty supervisor and part owner of 
the bulk of the Puna area’s rich 
cane fields, said, “I'll tell you

UIS POST-DISPATCH . Taking the Lid Off Gas 


The oil industry has revived its campaign to 
free natural gas prices from federal regulation, 
and now a Cabinet-level committee in Washing- 
ton is lending aid and comfort to the campaign. 

President Eisenhower's inter-departmental fuel 
committee says gas should be freed of federal 


_ control “prior to its entry into an interstate 


transmission line.” 

As an ideal picture the committee offers this: 
local agencies would regulate distribution of 
natural gas to consumers by local utilities; the 
Federal Power Commission would regulate inter- 
state transmission by pipeline companies; and 
states would regulate gas production. 

From the standpoint of millions of consumers, 
this picture is not ideal at all. It would take the 
lid off interstate gas utility regulation. What 
protection from inflated gas prices would con- 
sumers have if controls started with the price 
at their stoves and furnaces, backed up through 
the pipelines and stopped short of the gas that 
entered those lines? 

Leaving well-heati regulation to the producing 
states would be a sour joke to consumers hun- 
dreds of miles away. Why would natural gas 
states want to hold down prices of their product 
sold elsewhere? The potential cost to consumers 
was brought out time and again by Senator 
Douglas of Illinois, former Senator Kem of 
Missouri and others in the debate on the un- 
lamented Kerr bill four years ago. 

Now Senator Douglas has introduced a bill 
to make the FPC fix gas rates on the basis of 
actual costs of properties involved, instead of on 
the basis of “fair field rates” which, the Senator 
says, represent “what the market will bear.” 
Unless gas prices are. properly controlled at the 
start it may make little difference how they 
are controlled at the consumer’s end of the line. 

Yet this kind of open-end regulation has been 
the constant aim of the oil companies which 
produce most of the natural gas. For example, 
Standard Oil Co. (Indiana) has held employe 
meetings and issued pamphlets urging amend- 
ments to the Natural Gas Act. One such pam- 
phiet even suggests that gas price regulation 
would lead to “control of other commodities, 
such as coal, timber, corn, wheat.” 

The gas firms have the privilege of lobbying 
all they want to, but the public should under- 
stand that what they seek is to have Congress 
get them out from under a Supreme Court 

ruling. Last June thé Supreme Court ruled that 
the FPC was required to regulate gas prices 
all the way from the wells to consumers. 

That ruling was to the interest of the con- 
sumer, and his wee small voice should be heard. 
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Entirely in Order 

Next to the joint resolution on United States 
policy with respect to the Far East, the most 
important act of Congress thus far in the session 
is the federal pay increase bill, now signed into 
law by President Eisenhower. 

No member of Congress, whatever his party, 
need be embarrassed over the early passage of 
this bill. Increases for Senators and Representa- 
tives are on}§ fair and reasonable. No member 
of Congress should have to go into his savings, 
if any, in order to pay the cost of living in 
Washington. Neither should he have to knock 
himself out flying about the country to keep 
fee-paying lecture engagements. 

As for members of the federal judiciary, 
whose salaries also are increased, they have 
been underpaid much too long. A Federal 
Judge with life tenure does not need the com- 
pensation of a high-priced lawyer before him, 
but he does need.a salary in keeping with the 
dignity and importance of his office.

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Go After the Wiretappers 
How accustomed people have become to the 
trampling of the right of personal privacy can 
be told from the calm with which the country 


took the news about the wiretapping “mill” in. 


New York City. Police and agents of the New 
York Telephone Co. raided a Manhattan apart- 
ment where they found four persons, including 
two telephone company employes, $10,000 worth 
of tapping equipment and tape recordings of 
many conversations. 

Commenting on the raid and its findings, New 
York Police Conimissioner ‘Adams said: “My 
phone at headquarters and at home are’ checked 
for possible taps every morning and night. 
That’s how prevalent wiretapping is.” 

This ought to revolt every American citizen. 
If wiretapping is so common that a regular 
hive of the dirty business can exist for no 
telling how long in the heart of the nation’s 
largest city, if the Police Commissioner of the 
city just assumes that tapping is going on all 
the time, then it is high time for the people to 
demand that their officials, both national and 
state, put it beyond the pale. 

In Washington Chairman Celler of the House 
Judiciary Committee has introduced a bill to 
limit wiretapping to national security or kid- 
naping cases and then only with permission 
granted by a Federal Judge. The present fed- 
eral statute wisely prohibits the use of wire- 
tapped evidence in federal court. But Attorney 
General Brownell seeks to weaken the statute. 

Actually the need is less for federal legisla- 
tion than for state acts which prohibit eaves- 
dropping in state situations. The Oregon Legis- 
lature is considering just such a bill now. Our 
Legislature lost an excellent outlawry bill at 
the last session through veto by’ Gov. Donnelly. 

In view of the wiretapping mill uncovered in 
New York, the Missouri Legislature could strike 
a heartening blow for liberty by repassing the 
bill approved two years ago. This would show 
that Missouri is against this despicable trespass 
on privacy. 
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A Youngster’s Significance 

Much juvenile delinquency reflects a desire 
to be significant. Se says R. Stewart Jones, 
associate professor of psychology at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. There is all too abundant evi- 
dence to support the judgment. 

In crime after juvenile crime, offenders are 
frequently displaying a thwarted desire to be 
of some importance in the world—to be appre- 
ciated. Many of the people who touched their 
lives on their road to crime could have helped 
them to that sense of their own worthwhileness. 
A relative, a friend, a teacher, a playgrounds 
supervisor, a policeman on the beat, a minister. 

A word of understanding, an act of respect 
here and there in a youngster’s life may make 
all the difference in the way he grows up. If 
his elders who have already grown up success- 
fully will remember that, they may help set a 
standard which will keep more than one boy 
or girl’s life steady on the course.

Seven Chinese fishermen, held in the Philip- 
pines since they were rescued after a ship- 
wreck last May, have been sent to the Hong 
Kong border for return to Communist China. 
That is another reminder that despite the un- 
settled dispute over China’s imprisonment of 
13 American flyers as “spies” the exchange of 
detained nationals between the United States 
and Peiping does go on. 

Just Sunday two Americans came across from 
China, babbling Red propaganda and proclaim- 
ing themselves repentant “spies.” Their mental 
condition may be painful to us, but at least they 
came over the border, and these two are only 
the latest of 18 Americans to be freed since 
negotiations with Peiping representatives began 
last summer in Geneva. 

It is tiresome and nerve-wracking business, 
negotiating with the Red Chinese, but as each 
American prisoner comes back who shall say 
that it is not worth while? 
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Mr. Matthews Talks Assessments 

Supervisor Matthews has now reached the 
obvious conclusion that St. Louis county’s assess- 
ment problem must be solved in the county. 

The Supervisor had first sought to take the 
easy way out, the political way out, by asking 
the Missouri Tax Commission to wait a year 
before increasing assessments in the county. 
The Commission said No, and properly so. Per- 
haps now Mr. Matthews will exercise to the 
fullest his powers and prerogatives as the 
county’s chief administrative officer. 

The Tax Commission acted originally to in- 
crease assessments not out of sheer caprice, but 
in accordance with the mandate of the Missouri 
Constitution “‘to equalize assessments as between 
counties.” And it is raising valuations not solely 
in St. Louis county but in 26 counties where 
they are below 20 per cent of true value. 

It is true, of course, that the Commission was 
in effect prodded into doing its duty by the 
public utilities. But they had a perfect right 
to complain. Their assessments have been far 
higher than those on real estate. The result 
is that they have been carrying a larger share 
of the tax burden than they should. 

If the shoe were on the other foot—that is, 
if real estate owners had been carrying a good 
part of the tax load for the utilities—would 
Mr. Matthews have been crying for delay?, 

Apart from that, however, is the fact that 
the Tax Commission's overall objective of at- 
tempting to equalize assessments throughout 
the state is clearly in the public interest. 

In the St. Louis area alone, once county 
assessments are lifted close to the city level 
it ought to be possible to operate the Metropol- 


itan Sewer District—or any other city-county 


functional district—without undue discrimina- 
tion against St. Louis taxpayers. 

On the state level it will be possible to dis- 
. tribute state school funds equitably and to as- 
sure that ‘the burden of state taxes on real 
estate is borne fairly. 

Swift, affirmative action on the part of Mr. 


President his news conference—our superiority 
is probably temporary. Within a few years, 
presumably, the Soviet world can reach the 
point where, even though it may fall short of 
our level in nuclear weapons power, it ‘will 
have enough such. power to cripple us as we 
can cripple them. 

What then? Nuclear stalemate, in which 
neither side dares move against the other? Per- 
haps. In the absence of any other guarantees 
of peace, certainly all must hope that such a 
standoff will in fact bring about the “curious 
paradox” which Churchill mentioned—a situa- 
tion in which “the worse things get, the better.” 

Yet all of us know in our hearts that a peace 
founded upon a surplus of frightfully destruc- 
tive hydrogen bombs would be a shaky one 
at best. If we in the West feel unsafe today 
while we enjoy a substantial lead in H-bombs, 
how much less safe shall we feel when the lead 
has been neutralized? And so it is not sur- 
prising that both Mr. Eisenhower and Sir 
Winston wound up their discussions by return- 
ing, as reasoned discussions must, to the sub- 
ject of disarmament. 

' But while everybody favors disarmament “in 
principle,” the world is still far from a prac- 
tical plan for disarmament. And let us recog- 
nize frankly that the obstacles are not all Rus- 
sian. International control of nuclear weapons 
would meet opposition in the United States 
Senate, and in the House of Commons, as well 
as in the Kremlin. Every major power now 
assigns first priority to the development of 
its own military strength, and a much lower 
priority to the abstract, remote and tentative 
ideal of disarmament. : 

How to change the priorities? How to bring 
to disarmament as much energy, ingenuity and 
dedication ‘as goes into the developmént of na- 
tional armaments? That is the great unsolved 
political problem before the world. 
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‘Schools Must Be Free .. .”

some sound American gospel to the school ad- 
ministrators assembled in St. Louis. The New 
York clergyman said that it is “a great mis- 
take ” for anyone or anybody to set up as dis- 
allowers of the right of teachers to teach and 
pupils to be taught “any matter of sociological, 
national or international concern.” 

This obligation does not stop with teaching 
about matters for which there is general sup- 
port. The Rev. Dr. Peale put it this way: 

Schools must be free to teach the differ- 
ence between imperial Communism and 
our American competitive system, in which 
the right to be different, to find a way to 
build a better mousetrap, a better automo- 
bile, to write a better textbook, or to build 

a better community has been the genius of 

our society. 

More than a decade ago, when Cornell Uni- 
versity ‘was criticized for teaching contemporary 
Russian history, Dr. Edmund Ezra Day, then 
president at Ithaca, said: “‘No subject is so dan- 
gerous that it may not wisely be included in 
the curriculum of a great university.’’ Cornell, 
said Dr. Day, will continue to offer instruction 
“in these areas of controversy in which en- 
lightenment is most needed.” 


That was sound educational practice in 1944.°

Horsepower Was Safer With Horses Between Book Ends 


The Mirror

Public Opinion 


Insurance executive asks why nation is easily aroused by many 
accidents and diseases yet does little about appalling auto death 
rate and sometimes resists safety measures; Detroit even appeals 
to urge for speed; lists seven steps for action on safer motoring.

What is our national response to the 
deaths by automobile in 1953 of 4400 
children under 14, of 8200 from 15 to 
24 years, to a total of 38,300 persons of 
all ages? 

Well, we have seen no headlines about 
it, but we have seen headlines about 28 
children who died in abandoned ice 
boxes in 1953. 


I say we are out of focus, off per- 
spective, and misguided. 


In the past 11 years, an estimated 
80 children have 
gotten themselves 
locked into ice boy. 
es or refrigerators 
and have suffocat- 
ed. As a result, laws 
were p pro- 
hibiting the dispos- 
al of such an object 
without first remov- 
ing the doors. Com- 
munities and mer- 
chants offered priz- 
es for old refriger- 
ator doors. Teams 
of Boy Scouts and 
other organizations 
scoured dumps and 
rendered harmless thousands of these 
relics. 

Certainly, I indorse this activity, but 
I remind you, there was not a tear in 
the public eye when in the same year 
the lives of more than 5000 children 
were sacrificed to the automobile. 

In 1951, 11 residents of Elizabeth, 
N. J., were killed, not as airline pas- 
sengers, but as a result of plane crashes 
into the city, all involving nearby 
Newark Airport: The aroused citizenry 
forced the closing of Newark Airport, 
until physical and operational changes 
were made. ’ 

Yet, in the same year, almost twice as 
many Elizabethans died by automobile, 
mourned only by family and friends. 
Their passing into statistics was marked 
only by a paragraph on a back page, if 
space was available, and a brief obitu- 
ary. 

Let a child be stricken with polio in a 
community, and what happens? Schools, 
swimming pools and theaters close; com- 
mitees are formed; and in one case, 
mobs of militant mothers marched upon 
city hall, demanding vaccine. 

But look at the record. For every 
young life up to 14 years taken by polio, 
the automobile takes five lives, and 
from 15 to 24, 19 lives. 

The critical age for fatal polio is from 
five to 14 years, when the polio death 


_rate reaches a peak of two per 100,000 


population. 


Now look at the automobife death 
rate: 

Under 5 years of age—11.8 per 100.- 
000 population. 
ia 5-14 years—8.4 per 100,000 popula- 

on. 

“ 15-24 years—39.0 per 100,000 popula- 
on. 

I asserted that we occasionally ob- 
serve resistance to highway safety. Here 
is what I mean. 

, The radar technique of speed control 
has replaced the “cop behind the bill- 
board,” as the scapegoat of the motor- 
ists’ wrath. It is unfair, sneaky—a trap. 
So? It is highly accurate, and therefore, 
just. It is highly economical. It is highly 
effective. It brings about a healthy re- 
gard for the speed limit. It hurts no 
one but violators of: the law. 

Yet we have witnessed the silly spec- 
tacle of a clergyman picketing an up- 
state New York community because he 
was picked up for speeding by radar. 
He was not protesting his innocence, 
-but the method of his apprehension. 

I call it a silly spectacle. I do so be- 


_cause I am a churchgoer, and I have 


always been told that the Recording 
Angel sees all we do, although unseen 
himself. A sort of supernatural radar. 

So I have a picture of this minister, 
who must have preached many times on 
the same subject, now picketing the 
Pearly Gates and demanding that the 
Recording Angel reveal himself in blue 
uniform, badge and _ conspicuously 
marked car. 

The automobile advertisements ap- 
peal, or think they do, to the attitudes 
of drivers. For years the ads have been 
full of “increased horsepower,” “greater 
power for emergencies.”’ What emer- 

encies? Beating a train at a crossing? 
assing on hills? Passing on curves? 
Beating stop signals? 

Horsepower was safer when only 
horses had it. 

Let’s have action now. 

And this action should consist of: 

Ample police, state and munici- 


pal, organized, trained and directed , 


to uniform enforcement of the law. 

Universal adoption of the Uni- 
form Vehicle Code, including the 
driver license law. 

Impartial enforcement and com- 
plete cooperation by the courts, 
with emphasis on revocations and 
suspensions. 

Universal application of the prin- 
ciples of modern traffic engineer- 
ing to traffic control. 

Regulation of pedestrian traffic. 

Periodic motor vehicle inspec- 
tions. 

Absolute refusal to license the 
unfit. 


A Duty for Health Officials

Contrary to the position taken by Dr. 


J. Earl Smith, City Health Commission- 
er, rat control appears to us to be 
neither too expensive nor a lost cause 
simply because of the existence of slum 
areas. 

The crux of the matter is that much 
of the rat-trouble is due to a wide- 
spread disregard for the law, not only 
by the citizens, but by law enforcement 
officers and city officials themselves, 

On Jan. 26, 1946, the St. Louis Board 
of Aldermen approved a Rat Control 
Ordinance. That ordinance called for 
all buildings and structures to be “rat- 
stopped, freed of rats and maintained in 


According to Dr. Smith rats can only 
be brought under con 
by eliminating all the slums. Complete 
slum clearance is indeed a worthy aim 
and is under way, but are the rats to be 
given the run of the city until there are 
no more slums? 

It was also the doctor’s sage opinion 


that “A rat program to be effective re- 
quires continuing efforts on the part of 
residents of an area once rat control 
measures have been taken.” 

Certainly no one can question that 
fact, but the same Rat Control Ordi- 
nance makes it a misdemeanor for resi- 
dents and property owners to allow ac- 
cumulations of trash, garbage, lumber, 
junk or anything that might harbor 
rats. All of which says that if the law 
is enforced ‘continuing efforts on the 
part of residents” is assured. |. 

In the 1946-47 budget the Division 
alloted a total of $128,857 or 13.5 per 
cent to rat control. However, each suc- 
ceeding year the allotment was cut, un- 
til by 1953-54 it was down to $49,780 or 
3.3, a drop of 10 per cent. This year the 
Division has seen fit to combine the 
rat control program with sanitation. 

It is agreed that the citizens bear the 
responsibility of keeping property clean. 


Likewise it is the responsibility of pub-— 


lic officials to carry out their duty. 


Memorable Criticism 


THE OPPOSING SELF: NINE ESSAYS IN CRITI- 
CISM, by Lionel Trilling. (Viking, 232 pgs., $3.50.) 


One of the experiences common to 
relatively well-educated readers is that 
of being shown that there is much more 
in the significant books they read than 
what first entered their understanding. 
To a real reader, this is of course a 
welcome, even an exhilarating experi- 
ence, for it is an opportunity for growth, 
an enlargement of awareness, a deeper 
penetration into the mind, times, asso- 
ciations, and influence of salient writers. 
Such revelation can be made orally by 
more widely read and experienced 
friends, to be sure, or it can come 
through diligent study of the books 
themselves. The likelihood is, however, _ 
that the light thus ‘shed will be fur- 
nished by the critics, those elaborators 
of the truth whom Ernest Hemingway 
once unbecomingly damned in an iras- 
cible phrase as “the lice of literature,” 
and whom Disraeli narrowly called “the 
men who have failed in literature and 
art.” 


But criticism in its finest manifesta- 
tion—the evaluating and judging of 
the work of others—is almost as old 
as civilization, ranging from the “Po- 
etics” of Aristotle (fourth century B.C.) 
to the most recent of discerning utter- 
ances from university-connected or 
free-lance experts in its exigent disci- 
pline. There can be little or no dispute 
over the distinction of Lionel Trilling 
among those contemporary critics who 
from their posts as university pro- 
fessors of literature direct a current of 
inquiry and illumination throughout the 
literary scene. And a significant part 
of Mr. Trilling’s distinction is that be- 
sides being one of our most intelligent 
critics he is also one of the most in- 
telligible. 


He is certainly so in “The Opposing 
Self,” his second volume of collected 
essays. Here his imagination and in- 
sight range over memorable literature 
as varied as Keats’s letters and Tol- 
stoy’s “Anna Karenina,” James’s “The 
Bostonians” and Flaubert’s “Bouvard 
and Peuchet,” and so on. He wrote 
most of these essays, he tells us, as in- 
troductions to books, and all for occa- 
sions which were not of his own devis- 
ing. If this is “command” criticism, 
however, let us hope for more of it; 
for just as the criterion of Mr. Trilling’s 
critical penetration is the quality of its 
subjects, so too the cachet of his cri- 
ticism is a positive and glowing quali- 
tative excellence. 


He has dealt in “The Opposing Self” 
with more novelists than poets, but 
novelists and poets are equally com- 
mitted, he feels, “to the modern imag- 
ination of autonomy and delight, of 
surprise and elevation, of selves con- 
ceived in opposition to the general cul- 
ture.” And this imagination, he be- 
lieves, “makes a new idea in the world 
... not in literature alone.” The unity 
of these essays, if any, he says, is in 
their taking “notice of this idea, and 
of its vicissitudes, modulations, and 
negations.” ALVIN R. ROLFS. 


Spanish Individualism 
THE PEOPLE OF THE SIERRA, by J. A. Pitt 

Rivers. (Criterion Books, $4.) 

This is an anthropological study, but 
one with a difference. Dr. Pitt-Rivers, a 
young Oxford don, subjects the popu- 
lation of a small Spanish town to the 
kind of expert scrutiny customarily re- 
served for primitive races like the Poly- 
nesians or the Ubangi. For three years 
the author, a fluent Spanish linguist, 
lived among the residents of a pueblo in 
the mountains of Andalusia. His descrip- — 
tion of their methods of living, loving, 
working, government ard religious prac- 
tice are as detailed as they presymably 
are authoritative. By and large, they 
tend to confirm the impression that the 
Spaniard is not only proud, but also 
suspicious and intensely jealous of his 
authority. The position of women re- 
ceives the author’s special attention, and 
it is clear that im this field the modern 
world has made almost no impression 
on Spanish custom. As an experiment . 
this study must be accounted a success. 
Certainly all anthropologists and stu- 
dents will find it full of interest.

Terry Moore Missing Baseball, 


But Not ‘Ulcer Side’ of Game 


By Bob Broeg 

Terry Moore will miss base- 
ball, but not particularly man- 
aging, the “gray hair and ulcer 
side” of the game. 

Out of baseball for the first 
time since 1932, the 43-year-old 
Moore, former center field mas- 
ter, captain and coach of the 
Cardinals, said today he re- 
gretted that he had not been 
given more than a half-season 
as manager of the Philadelphia 
Phillies. 

“But it (managing) is an awful 
strain,” he said. “It’s the gray 
hair and ulcer side of baseball.” 

As has many a field leader 
before him, Moore tabbed pitch- 
ing changes as the toughest part 
of a manager’s job. 


challenge enough,” Terry said. 
“When to take ‘em out is even 
more of a problem because, es- 
pecially if your pitcher is a 
hard-working, bear-down guy, 
it’s really tough to take him out. 
Then if you let him in to face 
‘just one more batter’ and he 
gets belted, you second-guess 
yourself.” 

Moore, a scout for the Phillies 
before he became manager last 
July, said he couldn’t afford to 
hunt baseball talent any longer 
because of the two bowling 
alleys and cocktail lounges he 
and brother Frank operate.

Phillie Job Disappointing. 

Terry would have tackled the 
managing job again, but he said 
it became apparent to him late 
last season that the 1955 Phillies 
would have their fourth new 
straw boss in three years. 
» “Without going into a lot of 
gory details,” he said, “I cracked 
down only after the club wasn’t 
winning and, having sleepless 
nights myself, I encountered 
quite a few players consistently 
coming in at 2 and 3 a.m. Gran- 
ny Hamner, a _ hustling ball- 
player and a good one, still’ was 
sore at the spring episode in 
which he learned the front-office 
had hired private detectives to 
follow him and others. So he 
-popped off.”

Moore never had a contract for 
more than $13,500, his salary in 
1942 and again after service.

‘Especially 
that third game at Yankee Sta- 
dium behind Ernie White when 
we fielded so wonderfully to 
win, 2 to 0,” he related, “from 
center field I could see every- 
body moving as a unit on every 
pitch, What defensive alert- 
ness!”

League team to cover his play- 
ing career, 1935 through ’°48, 
Moore selected Bill Terry and 
Johnny Mize, first base; Billy 
Herman and Red Schoendienst, 
second base; Marty Marion and 
Pee Wee Reese, shortstop; Fred 
Lindstrom and Stan Hack, third 


The upshot, as Moore saw it, 
was that Terry found himself in 
a cross-fire between a star play- 
er and an irate clubowner, Bob 
Carpenter. “I never passed up 
a fight in my life,” the powerful, 
huge-handed St. Louis Irishman 
observed, “but I was disappoint- 
ed that the Phillies’ general 
manager, Roy Hamey, wanted no 
part of the problem.” 

A sandlot pitcher who became 
one of baseball’s greatest de- 
fensive outfielders, Moore signed 
a Cardinal farm club contract in 
1932. He elected to pass up the 
°33 season because he could 
make more money outside base- 
ball to support himself and 
mother. He finally went to 
Columbus, O., in 1934. 

“That was from Muny Leagues 
to the present equivalent of 
Triple-A ball at only $150 a 
month,” he said. 

With only one professional 
season’s experience, Terry joined 
the Gas House Gang in ’35 at 
$4500, a salary he regarded as 
most fair because, as he put it, 
“the club was strong and color- 
ful, but we were drawing only 
300,000 to 400,000 a year in the 
depression.”

EGYPT, SYRIA SIGN DEFENSE - 
PACT: ISRAELI THREAT CITED 


DAMASCUS, Syria, March 3 
(AP) — Egypt and Syria an- 
nounced today they had signéd 
a new defense pact. It is de- 
signed to replace the old Arab 
League alignment upset by 
Iraq’s controversial treaty with 
Turkey. 


Syrian Prime Minister Sabri 
Assali said the new treaty was 
the result of the need for “prac- 
tical and decisive measures to 
safeguard the Arab countries 
from repeated Israeli aggres- 
sions.”

HEN you live in the country, the daily round 
¥e rural mail carrier is something of an event. 
~ is true even when his arrival means mainly 
pile of correspondence marked “unanswered” grows 
than it was yesterday. 
Generally it is just at noon 
that John Akers toots the 
horn of his faithful Model 
A at our front gate, to 
make certain we've depos- 
ited our daily quota of let- 
ters in the box to be start- 
ed on their journey. If he 
is on time and the weather 
is pleasant, I go out to 
pass the time of day with 
him. Since John is a 
sportsman, as well as an 
_ aplarist, we always have 
something to talk about. 
Maybe the hunters have 
started a wolf or two on 
the mountain and had a 
successful chase. Or the 
bees need sugar-water to 
carry them safely through 
the winter. Or one of the 
’ Tiefenauer boys, hiking 
through the Cedar Creek “shut-ins,” has walked into a herd 
of a half-dozen deer. Or up on Round Hill, someone has 
found where an illegally killed doe was skinned out; be- 
cause sad to say, this killing of deer out-of-season by jack- 
lighting or running them with hounds seems never to stop. 
No matter how many hours, day and night, the conserva- 
tion agents spend in the field, they can’t apprehend all vio- 
lators or always get the evidence necessary to prosecute. 
In justice to the people of the Ozarks, it should be said that 
most of us are law-abiding sportsmen and that the violators 
. are few in number and not always local residents. We hear 
stories, too, that a deer carcass can always be marketed in 
the city at a good price. 
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MOST OFTEN, the things John and I talk about are 
pleasant, as is the mail which he leaves at Possum Trot. 
There was one particularly miserable day recently when I 
hurried back into the house to open the letters beside the 
kitchen stove. When I shook the contents of an especially 
fat envelope onto the kitchen table, the gray skies and freez- 
ing temperature suddenly disappeared. In their place came 
the illusion of warm June evenings, clear water running 
swiftly, and wildflowers lining the banks of Saline creek. 
There spread out before me were a dozen or more beauti- 
fully tied flies in a variety of brilliant colors. 

I knew before taking out the letter which accompanied 
them that they’d come from our friend Ivan Merrill of Illi- 
nois, who carries his favorite sport of angling over into win- 
ter with the pleasant pastime of fly tying. These flies 
are most unusual in pattern and were developed by Ivan in 
a search for an effective cold-weather lure for bluegills and 
similar pan fish. They are tied on small, bent-shanked 
hooks to be fished without a spinner on an eight-foot leader 
tapered down to about two pounds; and were originally de- 
signed for pond and lake fishing, although they should do 
equally as well for working the pools of small streams when 
wade-fishing. 
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THERE ARE BODIES of black and white chenille for 
cold-weather angling and for mid-summer; but also several 
tied in bright patterns of yellow and green and orange 
which took both bass and panfish throughout the warm 
months... The flies are practically all body with no real 
wings and are fished across the wind or current and allowed 
to sink slowly, with none of the wiggling retrieve which we 
apply to the spinner fly. Most often, says Ivan, the strike 
comes before the fly touches the bottom and any necessary 
retrieving is done with a slow, steady pull. The leader must 
be watched carefully for the slight twitch indicating a pan 
fish strike, while bass will pick up the lure and move off 
steadily with it. The strike must, of course, be instanta- 
neous so as not to allow the quarry to spit out the lure. 
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‘AN INTERESTING BOOKLET called “Fish Conserva- 
tion Highlights of 1954” has recently come from the Sport 
Fishing Institute. It points out in the introduction that the 
future of fresh-water fishing depends primarily on how we 
use the land; and especially on the matter of “in-soak.” This 
is the term used to designate the rainfall which is taken up 
by the soil, in comparison with the immediate ruh-off. 
When rain is able to seep down into the underground reser- 
voir, springs and streams run clear and cool, with a com- 
paratively stable water level throughout the*year. When 
bare land on the farms and burned and ovet-grazed land 
in the forests allows most of the rain to run off rapidly, we 
have alternating floods and dry stream beds, as well as 
gravel erosion and sedimentation. Such conditions are never 
conducive of a good fish population. 

This bulletin also contains a report from every state 
as to fish conservation projects currently being carried on, 
aided by Federal funds which are allocated under the 
Dingell-Johnson Act and provided by the tax on fishing 
tackle and supplies. This money is spent mainly on re- 
search into problems dealing with sport fishing and on 
acquisition of lake and reservoir sites and other facilities 
for public fishing. The bulletin also containg a report on 
the work of the Forest Service, Soil Conservation Service, 
Fish and Wildlife Service and others dealing with this im- 
portant and valuable resource.

Cook a fourth of a 
pound of dry apricots in a cup 
of. water in a covered sauce pan 
very slowly until they are ex- 
tremely soft and the apricots 
have taken up most of the water. 
Then put the apricots through 
a food mill. Add to the apricots 
a fourth teaspoon of salt, a half 
cup of sugar, about half'a cup 
of cider or vinegar and beat it 
all up until it is smooth and 
thoroughly blended.

TILL another sauce goes like 

this: Combine a fourth of a 

cup of vinegar, a half cup 
of pineapple juice, a packed half 
cup of brown sugar, a tablespoon 
of cornstarch which has been 
combined with a tablespoon of 
water, a teaspoon of salt, and a 
fourth of a teaspoon of white 
seasoning, which is a Chinese 
seasoning.

Here’s Howe—Quincy, That Is. 


Chicago correspondent notes 
A with amusement that the ra- 
po Ryo reaaned Quincy Howe 
announcer seem to dis- 
agree about the pronunciation of 
his first name. “Mr. Howe,” 
she reports, “favors KWIN-zee, 
while the local announcer calls 
it KWIN-see. Don’t you think 
the boys’ ought to get together 
on one pronunciation?” 

Well, that may not be as easy 
as you think. Howe is a native 
of Massachusetts where the last 
syllable of Quincy is given the 
“zee” value or, occasionally, 
“zih.” Thus his pronunciation 
of his own name is one that has 
been habitual since infancy— 
and precious few of us can alter 
the speech habits of a lifetime 
without sounding artificial. 


My guess is that the “local 
announcer” is of Midwest ori- 
gin, for there the word is chiefly 
associated with the important 
Illinois city the name of which 
is pronounced KWIN-see. 

Personally, I find this seem- 
ing contradiction between pro- 
nunciations rather stimulating 
and amusing—and I doubt that 
many listeners are disturbed by 
it. Should it be decided that 
one pronunciation must be chos- 
en and adhered to by both par- 
ties, however, the decision would 
surely be for Howe’s way of pro- 
nouncing it, since all authorities 
agree that the final arbiter of 
the pronounciation of a person's 
name is the person himself. 
That’s why the editors of our 
leading dictionaries and such 
reference books as “Who's Who” 
always ask eminent citizens for 
their own personal preferences 
in the pronunciation of their 
names. 


Occasionally, in the course of 
such research, editors find that 
members of the same clan pro- 
nounce the family name differ- 
ently. The Merriam-Webster 
editors were surprised to learn, 
for example, that while the ex- 
Secretary of the Treasury, Henry 
Morgenthau Jr., preferred to 
pronounce the last syllable of 
his name “tow” to rhyme with 
“cow,” his father pronounced 
this same syllable “thaw.” What 
made this difference in pronun- 
ciation of the surname especially 
remarkable was that the young- 
er man adhered to the tradi- 
tional German pronunciation, 
although his father had adopted 
the anglicized or “New World” 
pronunciation.

But Burton, who has called himself on 
occasion “the poor man’s Olivier,” shows an _ incisive, 
€rackling speech, meticulous clarity of diction, a powerful 
grasp of character. 

His balcony scene from “Romeo and Juliet,” in which 
he is found by his leading woman, Mary Devlin, on the 
balcony of a bordello in New Orleans and ironically de- 
gcends himself to the patio, red-eyed and disheveled, to go 
ver the scene with her, is focused on Booth’s personal 
feelings of dawning love as he listens to the musical sim- 
plicity of the girl’s ‘delivery. The speech is done quite 
strikingly by Maggie McNamara, as Mary.

John Derek plays John Wilkes Booth, Edwin’s brother, 
who assassinated Lincoln. It is a matter of good casting, 
as Derek has the extraordinary dark handsomeness of John 
Wilkes, though he makes’ the man more of a wild and im- 
petuous juvenile than a maniacal fanatic. Raymond Massey 
does up in style the Booth’s father, Junius Brutus Booth, a 
famous tragedian addicted to drink and at times demented. 

Hart’s screenplay sticks fairly close to fact, or the 
gpirit of it, allowing for dramatic license in telescoping 
and elision. Edwin first replaced his incapacitated father 
as Richard III in New York, in 1851, rather than in a Cali- 
fornia mining camp, as shown, although he later toured 
California several times during the next decade. John 
“Wilkes, shown as refusing to play with Edwin because he 
preferred the real life drama of plotting for the Southern 
cause, actually did play with him in New York in 1864 in 
“Julius Caesar” along with a third brother, Junius Jr, 
(not mentioned here), and did, in spite of his line to the 
contrary, achieve great success in Northern cities. Edwin 
retired for almost a year after the assassination,. and re- 
ceived some threats on his return to the New York stage, 
but the climax of the play, showing him facing down a 
murderous mob in the audience, is greatly exaggerated 
although dramatically effective as an ending.
